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The PREFACE. 


T hath been the wiſdom of the 
Church of Zngland, ever ſince the 
firſt compiling of her Publick Litur- 
gy, to keep the mean between the 
two extremes, of too much ſtiffneſs 
in refuſing, and of too much eafineſs 
in admitting any variation from it. 
For, as on the one fide common 
experience ſheweth, that where a 
change hath been made of things 
adviſedly eſtabliſhed (no evident ne- 
ceſſity ſo requiring) ſundry incon- 
veniences have thereupon enſued ; 
and tlho'e many times more and 
reater than the evils, that were 
mtended to be remedied by ſuch 
change: So on the other ſide, the 
particular forms of divine worſhip, 
and the Rites and Ceremomes ap- 
pointed to be uſed therein, being 
things in their own nature indifter- 
ent, and alterable, and ſo acknow- 
Jedged; it is but reaſonable, that 
upon weighty and important conti- 
derations, according to the various 
exigency of times and occaſions 
dach changes and alterations (ould 
by made therein, as to thoſe that 
are in place of Authority ſhould 
from time to time ſeem either ne- 
eſſary or expedient. Accordingly 
we find, that in the Reigns of ſeve- 
ral Princes of bleiſed memory ſince 
the Reformation, the Church, upon 
juſt and weighty conſiderations, her 
thereynto moving, hath yielded to 
make ſuch alterations in ſome parti- 


<vtars, as in their reſpective times 


were thought convenient: Yet 15, 
as that the main Body and Eſfen- 
tials of it (as well in the chiefeſt ma- 
terials, as in the frame and order 
thercof) have ſtill continued the 
ſame unto this day, and do yet ſtand 
farm and unſhaken, notwithſtanding 
all the vain attempts and impetuous 
afſavits made againſt it, by ſuch 
men as are given to change, and 
have always diſcovered a greater re- 


gard to their own. private fancies 


and intereſts, than to that duty they 
owe to the publick. 

| By what undue means, and tor. 
what miſchievous purpoſes the uſe 
of the Liturgy (though enjc ined b 

the Laws of the Land, and thoſe 
Laws never yet repealed) came dur- 
ing the late unhappy confuſions, to 
be diſcontinued, is too well known 
to- the world, and we are not wil- 


ling here to remember, But when 


upon His Majeſty's happy Reſtau- 
ration, it ſeemed probable that a- 
mong't other things, the uſe of the- 
Liturgy alſo would return of courſe 
(the lame having never been legally 
abolſhed) unleſs ſome timely means 
were uſed to prevent it, thoſe men 
who under the late uſurped powers 
had made it a. great part of their bu- 
fineſs to render the people difaffeted 
thereunto, ſaw themiclves in point 
of reputation and intereſt concerned 
— they would freely acknow- 
edge rhemfſelves to have erred, 
which ſuch men are very hardl 
brought to do) with their utmo 
endeavours to hindert the reſtitution 
thereof, In order whereunto divers. 
Pamphlets were publiſhed againſt 
the Book of Common Prayer, the old 
bo = yg muſtered up, with the 
addition of ſome new ones, more 
than formerly had been made, to 
make the number ſwell. In fine, 
reat unportunities were uſed to 

is Sacred Majeſty, that the ſaid 
Book might be reviſed, and fuch 
Alterations therein, and Additions 
thereunto made, as ſhould be thought 
requiſite for the caſe of tender Con- 
ſciences: whereunto His Majeſty, 
out of his pious ipclination to give 
ſatisfaction (fo far as could be rea- 
ſonably expected) to all his ſubjes 
of what perſuation ſoever, did gra- 
ciouſly condeſcend. 

In which Review we have endea- 
voured to obſerve the like modera- 
tion, as we find to have been uſed 
in the like caſe in former times And 
therefore of the ſundry Alterations 
propoſed unto us, we have rejected 
all ſuch as were cither of dangerous 
conſequence (as ſecretly itriking at 
ſome eſtabliſhed Doctrine, or laud- 
able Practice of the Church of- E»g- 
land, or indeed of the whole Catho. 
lick Church of Chriſt) or elig ot no 
conſequence at all, but utterly fri- 
volous and vain : But ſuch Altera. 
tions as were tendered to us (by 
what perſons, under what preten- 
ces, or to what purpoſe ſoever fo 
tendered) as ſeemed to us in any 
degree requitite or expedient, we 
have willingly, aud of our own ac- 
cord aſſented unto : not enforced fo 
to do by any ftrength of Argument 
convincing us. of the neceſſity of 
making the ſaid Alterations: For 
we are fully perſuaded in our judge- 
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ents (and we here profeſs it to the 
— — the Book, as it ſtood be- 
fore c{tabiiſhed by Law, doth not 
contain ia it any thing contrary to 
the word of God, or to found Doc- 
trine, or which a golly man may 
not with a good Conſcience uſe and 
ſab:mit unto, or which is not fairly 
cefenfible againſt any that ſhall op- 
ſe the fame: if it ſhall be allowed 
ch juſt and favourable conſtruc- 
tion as in common equity ought to 
De allowed to all human Writings, 
eſpecially ſuch as are ſet forth b 
Authority, and even to the very be 
Tranilations of the holy Scriptur 
isielf. ; 3 
Our zeneral aim therefore in this 
undertaking was, not to gratify this 
or that paity in any their «nrca- 
ſonable demarids ; but to do that, 
which to our beit underitandings, 
we conceived might moſt tend to 
the preſervation of Peace and Uni- 
ty in the Church; the procm ing of 
keverence, and exciting of Fiety 
and Devotion in the publck Wor- 
ſhip of God; and tlic cutting off 
occahon from them that fcek occa- 
Gon ad cavil, or quarrel againſt the 


Liturgy ot the Church. And as to 


the ſeveral variations from the for- 
mer Book, whether by Alteration, 
Addition, or otherwiſe, it ſhal! ſut- 
fice to give this general account: 
That moit of the Alterations were 
made, either firſt, for the better di- 
rectiom of them that are to officiate 
in any part of Divine Service ; which 
is chiefly done in the Calendars and 
Rubricks: Or ſecondly, for the more 
proper expreihng of ſome words or 
phraſes of ancient uſage in. terms 
more ſuitable to the language of the 
preſent times, and the clearer ex- 
planation Of fone other words and 
pirates, that were either of doubtful 
tgnifrc ation, or otherwiſe liable to 
n1ikonftruion :; Or thirdly, tor a 
more pertect rendering of ſuch. por- 


tions of holy Scripture, as are in- 
ſerted into the Liturgy: which in 
the Epiſtles and Goſpels eſpecially, 
and in ſundry other places, are now 
ordered to be read according to the 
laſt Tranſlation ; and that it was. 
thought convenient, that fome 
FPrevers and Thank wings, fitted 
to ſpe a occifions, ſhould be added 
in their due places; particularly for 
thoſe at Sea, together with an Office 
for the Baptiſm of ſuch as are of 
riper years; which, although not 
ſo neceilſary when the former Book 
was compiled, yet by the growth of 
Anabapti/m, through the licentiouſneſs 
of the late t mes crept in amongſt 
us, is now become neceſſ. ry, and 
may be always uſeful tor the ba 
tizing of Natives in our Plantations, 
and others converted to the Faith, 
If any man, who ſhall defire a more 
particular account of the ſeveral Als 
terations in any part of the Liturgy, 
ſhall take the pains to compare the 
preſent Book with the former; we 
= not 3 reaſon ot the 
change may caſily appear, 

And vin thas {4 lA” fo 
diſcharge our duties in this weighty 
Affair, as in the ſight of God, and 
to approve our hngerity therein (fo 
far as lay in us) to the conſciences 
of all men; although we know 'it 
impoſſible (in ſuch var.ety-of appre- 
hentions, humours, and intereits,. 28 
are in the world) to pleaſe all; nor 
can expect that men of tattous 
2 and perverſe ſpirits ſhould 

e fatished with any thing that can 
be dong in this kind by any other 
than themſelves: Yet we have good 
hope, that what is here preſegted, 
and hath been by the Convocations 
ot both Provinces with great dili- 

ence examined and approved, will 
alſo well accepted and approved 


by all ſober, 1 and truly 
conſcientious Sons of the Church 
ot Kugland. 
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Concerning the Serwite of the Church. 


TX way never any thing b 
' the wit of man ſo well deviſed, 
or ſo ſure eftablifhed, winch in con- 
tinuance of time, hath not been cor- 
rupted : As, among other things, it 
may plainly appear by the Common 
Prayers in the Church, commonly 
called Die Soywice. Ihe fit ori- 
ginal and ground whereof, if any 
man would ſcarch out by the an- 
cient Fathers, he ſhall find, that the 
ſame was not ordained but of a good 
rpoſe, and for a great advance- 
meat of godlineſs. For they fo or- 
dered the matter, that all the whoie 
Mble, (or the greateſt part thereot) 
ſhould be read over once every years 
intending thereby, that the Clergy, 
and eſpecially ſuch as were rm:nmters 
in the congregation, ſhould (by often 
reading and meditation in God's 
word) be ſtirred up to godhneſs 
themſelves, and be more able to ex- 
hort others by wholetome Dottrine, 
anti to conſure them that were ac- 
verſarics to the Truth; and further 
that the people (by daily hearing of 
the holy Scr.ptureread in the Church) 
might continually profit more and 
more in the knowledye of Cod, and 
be the more inflamed with the love 
of his true Religion. f 
But thefe many years paſſed, this 
godly And decent order of the anci- 
ent Fathers hath been fo altered, 
broken and negleSed by planting in 
uncertain Stories, and ends, with 
multitude of Reſponds, erſes, vain 
Repetitions, Commemorarions and 
Synoda's; that commonly u hen any 
Rbok of the Bible was begun, after 
three or four Chapters were read 
out, all the reſt were unread. And 
in this ſort the Book of Yaiab was 
begun in Advent, and the Book of 
Genefs in Septuagefima ; but they were 
only begun and never read through; 
Aﬀter like ſort were ottur Books of 
holy Scripture uſed, And moreover, 
whereas St. Paul would have ſuch 
language ſpoken to the people in the 
Church, as they might underſtand 
and have profit by hearing the jane; 
The Service in this Church of Fe- 
land theſe many years hach deen 
read in Latin to the people, which 
they underſtand not; ſo that they 
have heard with their ears only, and 
their heart, ſpirit and mind have not 
been edified 1 And further 
more, notwithitanding that the an- 


cient Fathers have divided the P/alms 


into ſeven Portions, whereof every 
one was called a Nofurn: Now of 

late time a ſe of them have been 

daily ſaid, and the reſt utterly omit- 

ted. Moreover, the number and hard- 
neſs of the Rules called the Pie, and 
the manifold changines of the Ser- 

vice, was the cauſe, that to turn the 

Book only was fo hard and intricate 

a matter, that many times there was 
more buſineſs to find out what ſhould: 
he read, than to read it when it was 
found out. 

Theſe inconveniences therefore” 
confidered, here is ſet forth ſuch an 
Order whereby the ſame ſhall be re- 
dreſſed, And for a readineſs in this 
Matter, here is drawn out a Calen- 
dar for that purpoſe, which is plain 
and eaſy to Fe underſtood ; where- 
in (fo much as may be} the reading 
of holy Scripture is ſo ſet forth, that 
all things Mall be done in order 
without breaking one piece from 
another, For this cauſe be cut off. 
Anthems, Reſponds, Invitatories, 
and ſuch like things as did break the 
contirwal couwſe of the reading of 
the Scripture, 

Ver, — there is no remedy, 
but that of neceffity, there muft be 
ſome Rules; therefore certain Rules 
are here ſer forth; which, as they 
are few in number, ſo they are plain 
and eaſy to be underſtood. So that 
here you have an Order tor Prayer, 
and for the reading of the holy 
Seripture, much axrevable to the 
mind and purpoſe of the old Fa- 
thers, and a great deal more profit- 
able and commodiouvs, than that 
which of late was uſ-d. It ts more 
profitable, becauſe here are ioft- out 
many things, whereot ſome are un- 
true, ſome uncertain, fore vain and 
ſuperſtitiovs ; and nothing is or- 
dained to be read, but the very pure 
Word of God, the holy Scripture, or 
that which is agreeable to the ſarne; 
and that in ſuch Language and Or- 
der as is moſt eaſy and plain fer the 
underſtanding both of the Readers 
and Heaters. It is alſo more commo- 
chou, both for the ſhortneſs thereof, 
and for the plainncfs of the Order, and 
for that the Rules be few and eaſy. 

And u hereas heretofore there hath 
been great diverſity in ſaying and 
ſinging in ' Churches within this 
Realm; ſome following” Salisbury 
Uſe, ſome Here Uſe, and forne the 
Uſe of Bangor, lome of Yort, ſome of 

Linsols ; 
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ineetn 3 now from henceforth all 
the whole Realm ſhalt have but one 
3 ſoraſmuch as nothing can be 
ſo plainly ſet forth... but doubts may 
ariſe in the uſe and practice of the 
ſame ; to appeaſe all fuch drverſity 
(if any ariſe) and for the reſolut ion 
of all doubts, concerning the man- 
rer how to underſtand, do, and exe- 
cute the things contained in ttus 
Book; the parties that ſo doubt, or 
diverſly take oy thing, ſhall alway 
reſort to the Bithop of the Dioceſe, 
who by his diſcretion ſhall take or- 
der for the quieting and appeating of 
the ſame; ſo that the fame order be 
not contrary to any thing contained 
in this Book. And if the Biſhop of 
the Dioceſe be in doubt, then he 
may ſend ſor the feſolution to the 
Archbiſhop, 

"Though it be appointed, That 
* ail things ſhall be read and fung in 


— 


the Church in the Engityh Tongue, 
to the end that the congregation 
may be thereby edified; yet it is 
not meant, but that when men [a 
Morning and Evening Prayer pri- 
" vate!ly, they may fay the fame in 
* any language that they themſelves 
* do und-ritand, 

* And all Prieſts and Deacons are 
to ſay daily the Morning and Eve- 
*ning Prayer either privately or 
* openly, not being let by ſicknels,, 
* or foine other urgent 03 iſe. 

* Aud the Curate that miniſtereth. 
* in every Pariſh-Church or Chapel, 
* being at home, and not being o- 
* therwiſe realonably hindered, tan 
* ſay the lame in the Parith-Chburch 
*or Chapel where he muniſtereth. 
* and ſhajl cauſe a Bell to be tolled 
* thereunto a convenient time de- 
* fore he begin, that the people may 
* come to hear Gad's Word, and te 
pray with him.“ |

Of Ceremonies, why ſome be 


7 fuch Ceremonies as be uſed in 
() the Church, and ſiave hart their 
beginning by the inſtitution of man, 
ſome at the firſt were of godly in- 
tent and purpoſe deviſed, and yet at 
tength tuned to vanity and ſuper- 
ſtitlon: Some- entg into the 
Church by indifcreet Devotion, and 
ſuch zeal as was without know- 
kdze; and for becauſe they were 
winked at in the beginning, they 

rew daily to more and more A- 
— which not ny for their un- 

rofitableneſs, but allo becauſe they 

ave much blinded the people, and 
obſcured the Glory ol Gol, are wor- 
thy to be cut away, and clean rezeR- 
ed: Other there be, which although 
tiwy have been deviſed by man, yet 
it is thought good to referve them 
ſtill, as well for a decent Order in 
the Church (for the which they were 
firſt devited) as becauſe they pertain 
to edification, whereunto all things 
done in the Church (as the Apoſtle 
tcacheth) ought to be referred. 

And although the keeping or 
omitting of a Ceremony, in itfelt 
conſidered, is but a ſmall things yet 
the wilful and contemptuous trani- 
N and breaking of a common 

rder and Diſcipline, is no ſmill of- 
tence before God, Let all things be 


— 


aboliſhed, and ſome retained, 


done among you, faith Saint Paul, is 
a Henry ant due Or er: The appoint. 
ment of which Order pertaineth not 
to private men; therefore no man 
gught to rake in hand, nor jreſume 
to appoint or alter any publick o 
common Order in Chriſt's Church 
except he be lawfully called and 

authorized thereunto. 
And whereas in this our time, the- 
minds of men are fo diverſe, that 
ſome think it a great matter of Con- 
ſcience to depart [rom a piece of tho 
lenſt of their Ceremomes, they be fo 
addicted to their old cuſtorns; and 
again on the other tide, forme be To 
new tangled, that they would inno- 
vate all things, and fo. deſpiſe the 
old, that nothing can like them, but 
that is new: it was thought expe- 
dient, not ſo much to have reſpect 
how to pleaſe, and ſatisfy either of 

theſe parties, as how to pleaſe God 

and profit them both. And yet le 
any man ſhou'd be offended, whom 
good reaſon might ſatisſy, here be 
certain cauſes rendered, why ſome 
ot the accuſtomed Ceremonies be 
pt away, and ſome retained and 

= till. 

one are put away, b*cauſe the 
reat exceſs ard maltitude of them 
ſo increaſed in theſe latter days, 
that 
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Of Ceremonies. 


thit the burden of them was into- 
lefable; whereof Saint Auruſtine in 
his time complained, that they were 
grown to ſuch a number, that the 
eſtate of Chriſtian people was in 
worſe caſe concerning that matter, 
than were the Jews. And he coun. 
ſelled that ſuch yoke and burden 
ſhould *be taken away, as time 
would ſerve quietly to do it. But 
what would Saint Auguſtine have 
Taid, if he had feen the Ceremonies 
of late days uſed among us; where- 


- unto the multitude uſed in his time 


was not tb be compared ? This our 
exceſſive multitude of Ceremonies 
was ſo great, and many of them fo 
dark, that they did more confound 
and darken, than declare and ſet 
forth Chriit's benefits unto us. And 
befides this. Chriſt's Goſpel is not 
a Ceremonial Law, (as much of 
Mojes' Law was) but it is a Religi- 


on to ſerve God, not in bondage of 
the figure or 


adow, but in the 
freedom of the 15 being con- 
tent only with thoſe Ceremonies, 
which do ſ-rve to a decent Order 
and godly Diſcipline, and ſuch as be 
apt to ſtir up the dull mind of man 
to the remembrance of his duty to 
God, by ſome notable and ſpecial 
fignification, whereby he migtt he 
dified. Furthermore, the moſt 
weighty cauſe of the aboliſhment 
of certain Ceremonies was, That 
they were ſo far abuſed, partly by 
the ſuperſtitious blindneſs of the 
rude and unlearned, and partly by 
the infatiable avarice of ſuch as 
ſought more their own Jucre than 
the Glory of God, that the abuſes 
could not well be taken away, the 
thing remaining ſtill. 
But now as concerning thoſe Per- 
$, which 


nies it is not poſſible to keep any 
Order, or quiet Diſcipline in the 
Church, they ſhall caſily perceive 


fon adventure will be of- 
fended, for that Tome of the old Ce- 
remonies are retained fill; If they= 
confider that without ſome Ceremo- 


juſt cauſe to reform their j 

ments. And it th think much 
that any of the old remain, and 
would rather have all deviſed a- 
new : then ſuch men granting ſome 
Ceremonies convenient.to he had 
ſurely where the old may be well 


uſed, there they cannot reaſonably 


reprove the old only for their age, 
without bewraying of their own fol- 
ly. For in ſuch a caſe they ought 
rather to have reverence unto them, 
for their Antiquity, if they will de- 
clare themſelves to be more {tudious 
of Unity and Concord, than of Inno- 
vations and Newfangleneſs, which 
(as much as may be with true ſet- 
ting forth of Chriſt's Religion) is al- 
ways to be eſchewed. Furthermore, 
ſuch ſhall have no juſt cauſe with 
the Ceremonies reſerved to be of- 
tended. For as thoſe be taken away 
which were moſt abuſed, and did 
burden men's Confſciences without 
any cauſe ; ſo the other that remain, 
are retained for a D ſœipline and Or- 
der which (upon juſt Cauſes) may 
be altered and changed, and there- 
fore are not- to be eſteemed equal 


nb God's Law. And. moreover,. 


they be neither dark nor dumb Cere- 
moniss, but are ſe ſet forth, that 
every man may underſtand What 
hey do mean, and to what uſe they 
do ſerve. So that it is not like that 
they in time to come ſhould be a- 
buſed as others have heen. And in 
theſe our doings we condemn no o- 
ther Nations, nor preſcribe any thing 
but to our.own people only; For 
we think it convenient, that every 
Country ſhould uſe ſuch Ceremonies 
as they ſhall think beſt to the ſetting 
forth of God's. Honoup and Glory, 
and to the reducing of the os 
to a moſt perfect and. godly living 
without Error or Superſtition; a

And they crucified him, and 
arted his garments, caſtin 
ots : that it might be fulfilled 
which was ſpoken by the pro- 
phet, They parted my gar- 
ments among them, and upon 


my veſture did they caſt: lots. 


And ſitting down they watched 
him there; and ſet up over his 
head his accuſation written, 
THIS IS JESUS THE 
KING OF THE JEWS. 
Then were there two thieves 


*crucifed with him, one on the 


right hand, and another on the 


left. And they that paſſed 


by reviled him, wagging their 
heads, and ſaying, Thou that 


* deſtroyeſt the temple, and 


buildeſt it in three days, fave 
thyſelf. I thou be the Son 
of God, come down from the 
croſs, Likewiſe alſo the chief 


ſaved others; himſelfhe cannot 
ſave. If he be the King of 
Iſrael, let him now come down 
from the croſs, and we will 
believe him.

\ 
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HERE a teſtament is, 
there mult alſo of ne- 
ceflity be the death of the 
teſtator.

Whereupon neither the firſt 
teſtament was dedicated with- 
out blood. For when Moſes 
had ſpoken every precept to 
all the ple according to 
the law, he took the blood of 
calves and of goats, with water, 
and ſcarlet wool, and hyſſop, 
and ſprinkled both the book, 
and all the people, ſaying, 
This is the blood of the teſta- 
ment which God hath injoined 
unto you, Moreover he ſprink- 
led likewiſe with bl both 
the tabernacle, and all the 
veſſels of the miniſtry. And 
almoſt all things are by the 
law purged with blood ; and 
without ſhedding of blood is 
no remiſſion, - It was therefore 


oy that the patterns of 
things in the heavens ſhould, 
be purified with theſe ; but 
the heavenly things themſelves 
with better ſacrifices than theſe. 
For Chriſt is not entered into 
the holy places made with 
hands, which. are the figures 
of the true; but into heaven 
itſelf, now to appear in the 
preſence of God for us: nor 
yet that he ſhould offer himſelf 
often, as the high prieſt enter- 
eth into the holy place every 
year 


year with blood of others; for 
then muſt he often have ſuffered 
fince the foundation of the 
world: but now once in the 
end of the world hath he ap- 
red to put away fin by the 
acrifice of himſelf. And as 
it is appointed unto men once 
to die, but after this the judge- 
ment: ſo Chriſt was once of- 
fered to bear the ſins of many; 
and unto them that look for 
him ſhall he appear the ſecond 
time without fin unto ſalvation. 
T be Gofpel. S. Luke 22. 1. 
OW the ſeaſt of unlea- 
yened bread drew nigh, 
which is called the Paſſover, 
And the chief prieſts and 
ſcribes ſought how they might 
kill him; for they feared the 
people. Then entered Satan 
into judas ſurnamed Iſcariot, 
being of the number of the 
twelve. And he went his way, 
and communed with the chief 
+ prieſts and captains, how he 
might betray him unto them. 
And they were glad, and co- 
venanted to give him money. 
And he promiſed, and ſought 
opportunity to betray him unto 
them in the abſence of the 
multitude. Then came the 
day of unleavened bread, when 
the paſſover muſt be killed, 
And he ſent Peter and John, 
faying, Go and prepare us the 
paſſover, that we may eat. 
And they ſaid unto him, Where 
wilt thou that we prepare? 
And he ſaid unto them, Behold, 
when ye are entered into the 
city, there ſhall a man meet 
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you, _— a pitcher of wa. 
ter; follow him into the houſe 
where he entereth in. And ye 
ſhall ſay unto the goodman of 
the honſe, The Mafter faith 
unto thee, Where is the gueſt. 
chamber, where I ſhall eat the 
paſſover with my diſciples ? 
And he ſhall ſhew you a large 
upper room furniſhed : there 
make ready. And they went, 
and found as he had ſaid unto 
them: and they made ready 
the paſſover. And when the 
hour was come, he ſat down, 
and the twelve apoſtles with 
him. And he ſaid unto them, 
With defire I have defired to 
eat this paſſover with you be- 
fore I ſuffer: for I ſay unto 
you, I will not any more eat 
thereof, until it be fulfilled in 
the kingdom of God. And he 
took the cup, and gave thanks, 
and ſaid, Take this, and divide 
it among yourſelves : for I ſay 
unto you, I will not drink of 
the fruit of the vine, until the 
kingdom of God ſhall come. 
And he took bread, and gave 
thanks, and brake it, and gave 
unto them, ſaying, This is my 
body which is given for you: 
this do in remembrance of me. 
Likewiſe alſo the -cup after 
ſupper, ſaying, This cup is the 
new teſtament in my blood, 
which' is ſhed for you, But, 
behold, the hand of him that 
betrayeth me is with me on 
the table. And truly the Son 
of man goeth, as it was deter- 
mined: but woe unto that man 
by whom he is betrayed! - 
[ 
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they 'began to enquire amon 

322 which of them it 
was that ſhould do this thing. 
And there was alſo a ſtrife 
among them, which of them 
ſhould be accounted the great- 
et. And he ſaid unto them, 
The kings of the Gentiles 
exerciſe lordſhiÞ over them; 
and they that exerciſe autho- 
rity upon them are called be- 
nefactors. But ye ſhall not 
be ſo: but he that is greateſt 
among you, let him be as the 
younger ; and he that is chief, 
as he that doth ſerve. For 
whether is greater, he that 
fittcth at meat, or he that 
ſerveth? is not he that ſitteth 
at meat? but I am among you 
as he that ſerveth. Ye are 
they which have continued 
with me in my temptations. 
And I appoint unto you a 
kingdom, as my Father hath 
appointed unto me; that ye 
may eat and drink at my table 
in my ns and fit on 
thrones judging the twelve 
tribes of Iſrael. And the Lord 
ſaid, Simon, Simon, behold, 
Satan hath deſired to have you, 
that he may ſift you as wheat: 
but I have prayed for thee, 
that thy faith fail not: and 
when thou art converted, 
ſtrengthen thy brethren. And 
he ſaid unto him, Lord, I am 
ready to go with thee, both 
into priſon, and to death. 
And he ſaid, I tell thee, Peter, 
the cock ſhall not crow this 
day, before that thou ſhalt 
thrice deny that thou knoweſt 
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me. And he ſaid unto them, 
When l ſent you without purſe, 
and ſcrip, and ſhoes, lacked 
e any thing? And they faid, 
othing. Then ſaid he unto 
them, But now, he that hath 
a purſe, let him take it, and 
likewiſe his ſcrip: and he that 
hath no ſword, let him fell 
his garment, and buy one. 
For t ſay unto you, that this 
that is written mult yet be ac- 
compliſhed in me, And he was 
reckoned among the tranſgreſ- 
ſors: for the things concerning 
me have an end. And they 
ſaid, Lord, behold, here are 
two ſwords. And he ſaid unto 
them, It is enough. And he 
came out, and went, as he was 
wont, to the mount of Olives; 
and his diſciples alſo followed 
him. And when he was at 
the place, he ſaid unto them, 
Pray that ye enter not into 
temptation. And he was with - 
drawn from them about a 
ſtone's calt, and kneeled down, 
and prayed, ſaying, Father, 
if thou be willing, remove this 
cup from me: nevertheleſs not 
my will, but thine, be done. 
And there appeare4 an angel 
unto him from heaven, ſtrength- 
ening him. And being in an 
agony he prayed more earneſt- 
ly: and his ſweat was it were 
2 drops of blood fallin 
own to the ground. An 
when he roſe up from prayer, 
and was come to his likciples, 
he found them ſleeping for 
ſorrow, and ſaid unto them, 
Why ſleep ye? riſe and prays 


leſt ye enter into temptation, 


And While he yet ſpake, be - 


hold a multitude, and he that 
wus called Judas, one of the 
twelve, went before them, and 
drew near unto jeſus to kiſs 
him. But Jeſus ſaid unto him, 
Judas, betrayeſt thou the Son 
of man with a kiſs? When 
they which were about him 
ſaw what would follow, they 
ſaid unto him, Lord, ſhall we 
- ſmite with the ſword? And 
one of them ſmote a ſervant of 
the high prieſt, and cut off his 
right ear, And Jeſus anſwered 
and ſaid, Suffer ye thus far. 
And he touched his ear, and 
healed him. Then Jeſus ſaid 
unto the chief prieſts, and 
captains of the temple, and 
the elders, which were come 
to him, Be ye come out, as 
againſt a thief, with ſwords 
and ſtaves? When I was daily 
with you in the temple, ye 
tretched forth no hands againſt 
me: but this is your hour, 
and the power of darkneſs, 
Then took they him, and led 
him, and brought him into the 
high prieſt's houſe, And Peter 


followed afar off, And when 


they had kindled a fire in the 
- midſt of the hall, and were ſet 
don together, Peter ſat down 
among them. But a certain 
maid beheld him as he ſat by 
the fire, and earneſtly looked 
vpon him, and ſaid, This man 
was alſo with him. And he 
denied him, ſaying, Woman, 
I know him not. And after a 
little while another ſaw him, 
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and ſaid, Thou art alfo of them, 
And Peter ſaid, Man, 1 am not, 
And about the ſpace of one 
hour after another confidently 
affirmed ſaying, Of a truth this 
fellow alſo was with him: for 
he is a Galilean. And Peter 
ſaid, Man, I know not what 
thou ſayeſt. And immediately, 
while he yet ſpake, the cock 
crew. And the Lord turned, 
and looked upon Peter. And 
Peter remembered the word of 
the Lord, how he had ſaid unto 
him, Before the cock crow, thou 
ſhalt deny me thrice, And Pe- 
ter went out, and wept bitterly, 
And the men that held |clus 
mocked him, and ſmote him. 
And when they had blindfolded 
him, they ſtruck him on tle 
face, and aſked him, ſaying, 
Propheſy, who is it that {mote 
thee? And many other things 
blaſphemouſly- ſpake they 
againſt him. And as ſoon as it 
was day, the eiders of the — 
ple and the chief prieſts and the 
ſcribes came together, and led 
him into their council, ſaying, 
Art thou the Cnrilt? tell us. 
And he ſaid unto them, If! 
tell you, ye will not believe: 
And if I alſo aſk you, ye will 
not anſwer me, nor let me go. 
Hereafter ſhall the Son of man 
fit on the right hand of the 
power of God. Then ſaid they 
all, Art thou then the Son of 
God? And he ſaid unto them, 
Ye ſay that I am. And they 
ſaid, What need we any further 
witneſs? for we ourſelves have 


heard of his own mouth.

do ſhew the Lord's death till 


he come. Wherefore whoſo-

But let a man examine 
himſelf, and fo let him eat of 
that bread, and drink of that 
cup. For he that eateth and 
drinketh unworthily, eateth 
and drinketh damnation to 
himſelf, not diſcerning the 
Lord's body, For this cauſe 
many are weak and fickly 
among you, and many fleep. 
For it we would judge our- 


ſelves, we ſhould not be judged. 


But when we are judged, we 
are chaſtened of the Lord, that 
we ſhould not be condemned 
with the world. Wherefore, 
my brethren, when ye come 
together to eat, tarry one for 
another. And if any man 
hunger, let him eat at home; 
that ye come not together unto 
condemnation. And the reſt 
will 1 ſet in order when 1 come. 
. The Goſpel. S. Luke 23. . 
HE whole multitude of 
them aroſe, and led him 


unto Pilate. And they began 
to accule him, ſaying, We 


found this. fellow verting 
the nation, and forbidding to 
give tribute to Ceſar, ſayi 

that he himſelf is Chriſta King; 
And Pilate aſked him, ſaying, 
Art chou the King of the jews ? 
And he anſwered him and ſaid, 
Thou ſayeſt it. Then ſaid. Pi- 
late to the chief prieſts and to 


the people, 1 find no fault in

this man. And they were the 
more fierce, ſaying, He ſtirreth 
up the people, teaching 
throughout all Jewry, begin- 
ning from Galilee to this place. 
When Pilate heard of Galilee, 
he aſked whether the man were 
a Galilean. And as ſoon as 
he knew that he belonged unto 
Herod's juriſdiction, he ſent 
him to Herod, who himſelf 
alſo was at Jeruſalem at that 
time. And when Herod ſaw 
Jeſus, he was exceeding glad: 
for he was deſirous to 4 him 
of a long ſeaſon, becauſe he 
had heard many things of him; 
and he hoped to have ſeen 
ſome miracle done by him. 
Then he queſtioned with him 
in many words; but he an- 
ſwered him Wer And the 
chief prieſts and ſcribes ſtood 
and vehemently accuſed him. 
And Herod with his men of 
war ſet him at nought, and 
mocked him, and arrayed him 
in a gorgeous robe, and ſent 
him again to Pilate. And the 
ſame day Pilate and Herod 
were made friends together: 
for before they were at enmity 
between themſelves. And Pi- 
late, when he had called to- 
gether the chief prieſts and the 
rulers and the people, ſaid 
unto them, Ye have brought 
© - this man unto me, as one that 
perverteth the people: and, 

Febold, I, having examined 
him before you, have found 
no fault in this man Wang 
thoſe things whereof ye accuſe 
him: No, nor yet Herod ; for 

. a 
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I ſent you to him; and, lo, 
nothing worthy of death i; 

done unto him, I will there. 
fore chaſtiſe him, and releaſe 
him. (For of neceſſity he muſt 
releaſe one unto them at the 
feaſt.) And they cried out all 
at once, ſaying, Away with 
this man, and releaſe unto us 
Barabbas: (who for a certain 
ſedition made in the city, and 
for murder, was caſt into pri. 
ſon.) Pilate therefore, willing 
to releaſe Jeſus, ſpake again to 
them. But they cried, ſaying, 
Crucify him, crucify him. 
And he ſaid unto them the 
third time, Why, what evil 
hath he done? 1 have found 
no cauſe of death in him: J 
will therefore chaſliſe him, 
and Jet him go. And they 
were inſtant'with loud voices, 
requiring that he might be 
crucified. And the voices of 
them and of the chief pricls 
| true And Pilate gare 
entence that it ſhould be as 

they required. And he releaſcd 
unto them him that for ſedition 
and murder was caſt into pri- 
ſon, whom they had deſired; 
but he 3 eſus to their 
will. And as they led him 
away, they laid hold upon one 
Simon, a Cyrenian, coming 
out of the country, and on him 
they laid the croſs, that he 
might bear it after Jeſus. And 
there followed him a great 
company of le, and of 
women, hich allo bewailed 
and lamented him. But jeſus 
turning unto them ſaid, Daugb- 
> ters 
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ters of Jeruſalem, weep not 
for me, but weep for your- 
ſelves, and for your children. 
For, behold, the days are com- 
ing, in the which they ſhall 
ſay, Bleſſed are the barren, 
and the wombs that never bare, 
and the paps which never gave 
ſuck. Then ſhall they begin 
to ſay to the mountains, Fall 
on us; and to the hills, Cover 
us. For if they do theſe ag 
in a green tree, what ſhall 

done in the dry? And there 
were alſo two other malefac- 
tors led with him to be put to 
death. And when they were 
come to the place, which is 
called Calvary, there they 
crucified him, and the male- 
factors, one on the right hand, 
and the other on the left. 
Then ſaid Jeſus, Father, for- 
give them ; for they know not 
what they do. And they part- 
ed his raiment, and caſt lots. 
And the people ſtood behold- 
ing. And the rulers alſo with 
them derided him, ſaying, He 
ſaved others; let Rim ſave 
himſelf, if he be Chriſt, the 
choſen of God. And the ſol- 
diers alſo mocked him, com- 
ing to him, and offering him 
vinegar, and ſaying, If thou 
be the king of the 3 ſave 
thyſelf. And a ſuperſcription 
alſo was written over him in 
letters of Greek, and Latin, 
and Hebrew, THIS 1S THE 
KING OF THE JEWS. And 
one of the male rs which 
were hanged Failed on him, 
gaying, If thou be Chriſt, ſave 
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thyſelf and us. Bot the other 
anſwering rebuked him, ſay- 
ing, Doſt not thou fear God, 
ſeeing thou art in the ſame 
condemnation? And we indeed 
juſtly; for we receive the due 
reward of our deeds: but this 
man hath done nothing amiſs, 
And he ſaid unto Jeſus, Lord, 
remember me when thou com- 
eſt into thy kingdom. And 
Jeſus ſaid unto him, Verily I 
ſay unto thee, To day ſhalt 
thou be with me in paradiſe, 


And it was about the ſixth 


hour, and there was darkneſs. 
over all the earth until the 
ninth hour. And the ſun was 
darkened, and the veil of the 
temple was rent in the midſt, 
7 when Jeſus had cried with 
a loud voice, he ſaid, Father, 
into thy hands I commend my 
ſpirit: and having ſaid thus, 
he gave up the ghoſt, Now 


when the centurion ſaw what 


was done, he plorified God, 
ſaying, Certainly this was a 
righteous man. And all the 
people that came together to 
that ſight, beholding the things 
which were done, {mote their 
breaſts, and returned. And 
all his acquaintance, and the 
women that followed him from 
Galilee, ſtood afar off, behold- 
ing theſe things.
